PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: —

103.  ( 1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses.

Logging  and  Sawmill  Industries 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “Male  Minimum  Wage  Act”  and  the 
“  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  the  following  expressions  shall  have 
the  following  meanings: — 

“  Logging  industry  ”  means  all  operations  in  or  incidental  to  the  carrying- 
on  of  logging;  cordwood,  fence-post,  mining-prop,  pile,  pole,  pulp- 
wood,  shingle-bolt,  and  tie  cutting;  and  all  operations  in  or  incidental 
to  hauling,  driving,  fluming,  rafting,  and  booming  of  logs,  mining- 
props,  piles,  poles,  pulpwood,  shingle-bolts,  and  ties: 

“  Sawmill  industry  ”  means  all  operations  in  or  incidental  to  the  carrying- 
on  of  sawmills,  shingle-mills,  plywood-mills,  veneer-mills,  lath-mills, 
and  planing-mills: 

“Tug-boat”  means  a  vessel  propelled  by  steam,  combustive,  electrical, 
or  similar  motive  power,  used  for  the  transporting  of  logs  or  timber 
products  from  one  place  to  another  within  the  Province  by  towing 
the  same  through  the  water,  whether  towed  in  booms,  rafts,  or  cribs 
or  on  board  scows,  barges,  or  vessels,  and  whether  so  used  ex¬ 
clusively  or  not,  but  does  not  include  a  boom-boat,  camp  tender,  or 
other  vessel  owned  by  the  person  who  logged  the  timber  and  used  in 
or  about  the  logging  or  booming  grounds. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  employer  and  to  every  employee  in 
the  logging  and  sawmill  industries  except: — 

(n)  Employees  covered  by  another  Order  of  the  Board  specifically  defin¬ 
ing  their  work;  and 

( b )  Employees  who  are  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  section  3  of  the 
“  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  4  of 
the  said  Act;  and 

(c)  Caretakers  employed  in  the  logging  and  sawmill  industries  in  which 
operations  are  suspended. 

3.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  employees  to  whom  this  Order  applies  shall 
be  as  provided  in  clauses  (a),  ( b ),  and  (c)  of  this  section  and  section  7  of  this 
Order. 

(a)  All  employees  except  as  provided  in  clause  ( b )  hereof,  $1  per  hour: 

( b )  Employees  classified  under  section  7  of  the  “  Male  Minimium  Wage 
Act  ”  and  section  6  of  the  “  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  for  whose 
employment  permits  in  writing  have  been  issued  by  the  Board:  The 
wage  or  rate  of  pay  prescribed  in  the  permit: 

(c)  All  employees  except  as  provided  in  section  4  of  this  Order: — 

(i)  Time  and  one-half  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for 
all  hours  worked  in  excess  of  8  in  the  day: 

(ii)  Time  and  one-half  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for 
all  hours  worked  in  excess  of  44  in  the  week,  where  the  hours 
worked  do  not  exceed  8  in  any  one  day. 

4.  Clause  (c)  of  section  3  with  respect  to  the  overtime  rate  of  pay  shall  not 
apply  to: — 

(i)  Emergency  fire-fighters  and  fire  wardens: 

(ii)  Employees  engaged  exclusively  in  the  transportation  of  men  and 
supplies: 

(iii)  Employees  engaged  exclusively  in  operating  light  plants  in  logging 
camps: 

(iv)  Employees  employed  on  tug-boats: 

(v)  Employees  working  under  an  arrangement  with  respect  to  hours  of 
work  established  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  5  or  section 
11  (3)  of  the  “Hours  of  Work  Act”  until  the  employee  has  com¬ 
pleted  the  hours  so  established. 

5.  Subject  to  the  exceptions  provided  by  or  under  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act,” 
the  hours  of  work  of  any  employee  shall  not  exceed  8  in  the  day  and  44  in  the 
week. 

6.  Clause  (c)  of  section  3  with  respect  to  the  overtime  rate  of  pay  may  be 
varied  by  the  Board  to  meet  the  conditions  that  may  apply  when: — 

(i)  Any  industrial  undertaking  or  class  of  industrial  undertakings  as 
defined  in  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  is  exempt  in  whole  or  in  part 
from  the  operation  of  the  said  Act  pursuant  to  section  12  thereof;  or 

(ii)  A  regulation  is  made  by  the  Board  with  respect  to  an  industrial 
undertaking  as  defined  in  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  pursuant  to 
section  1 1  of  the  said  Act. 

7.  (a)  An  employee  reporting  for  work  on  the  call  of  an  employer,  except 
school  students  reporting  for  work  on  school-days:  The  employee’s  regular  rate 
of  pay  for  the  entire  period  spent  at  the  place  of  work  in  response  to  the  call,  with 
a  minimum  in  any  one  day  of: — 

(i)  Two  hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate,  except  where  the 
employee’s  condition  is  such  that  he  is  not  competent  to  perform  his 
duties  or  he  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  Accident-prevention 
Regulations  of  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Board;  and 

(ii)  If  the  employee  commences  work,  four  hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s 
regular  rate,  except  where  his  work  is  suspended  because  of  in¬ 
clement  weather  or  other  reasons  completely  beyond  the  control  of 
the  employer. 
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( b )  School  students  reporting  for  work  on  school-days  on  the  call  of  an 
employer:  The  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  the  entire  period  spent  at  the 
place  of  work  in  response  to  the  call,  with  a  minimum  in  any  one  day  of  two  hours 
pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate. 

8.  Every  employer  shall,  at  least  as  often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  each  of 
his  employees  all  wages  and  salary  earned  by  the  employee  up  to  a  day  not  more 
than  8  days  prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

9.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
his  establishment  or  other  suitable  place  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby 
may  have  ready  access  to  and  see  the  same: — 

(a)  A  copy  of  this  Order: 

(b)  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts  and  intervals  free  from  duty 
of  each  occupational  group  of  his  employees. 

10.  (1)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in  his  establishment  a  true  and 
correct  record  in  the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and  the  hours  worked 
each  day  by  each  of  his  employees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English  language 
of  the  names,  ages,  occupations,  and  residential  addresses  of  his  employees. 

(2)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Board  or  any  person 
authorized  in  writing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  produce  for 
inspection  all  records  kept  by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour,  or 
conditions  of  labour  and  employment  of  any  or  all  of  his  employees. 

11.  That  Orders  Nos.  1  (1947),  50  (1947),  and  62  (1947),  made  January 
16th,  1947,  establishing  minimum  wages  in  the  logging,  sawmill,  and  shingle 
industries  respectively  are  hereby  rescinded. 

12.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Victoria,  B.C.,  on  the  9th  day  of 
May,  1955,  shall  take  effect  on  the  16th  day  of  June,  1955.
